Springfield for the cases,

central point in each county will save 
much time in getting specimens to

The laboratory of the state board of 
health was established last J uly and 
occupies a suit of rooms in the Odd 
Fellows buildii g in Spriugfield. Its 
chief function is the making of scien­ 
tific diagnoses of infectious and com­ 
municable diseases and in the past six 
months it has established the diag­ 
nosis in hundreds of cases of tubercu­ 
losis, typhoid fever and diptheria for 
the medical men of the state. 
Labor­ 
atory diagnosis is of value not only on 
account of its exactness and positive­ 
ness, but on account of tbe faot that 
it produces conclusions as to the na­ 
ture of the disease at a stage when 
clinical methods could only show a 
suspicion that such a disease ex ists. 


rap id 
d iag n o sis im p o rt an t 
. 
Tbe rapidity of diagnosis is especial­ 
ly important in diptheria and typhoid 
fever, inasmuch as it permits early 
treatment before unfayorable compli­ 
cations have developed, and in the 
former disease it leads to the earliest 
establishment of isolation and quran- 
tine, thereby limiting the spread of 
the disease toothers. The distribu­ 
tion of containers throughout the 
state, where they will be immediately 
available, will increase the value of 
the work of the laboratory, not only 
to the physicians in their practices, 
but to the state, in the more readily 
checking tbe spread of contagious di­ 
seases.

chief avocation was breaking horses at 
a g uipea a week. 
She always rode

But Phoebe had also a liking for 
sport and for art. She was a g ood shot 
and carried her g un on her shoulder. 
She was fond of Milton, Pope and 
Shakespeare and performed on several 
Instruments, including the flute, violin 
and harpsichord, and played the bass 
viol in Matlock church.

Silver has now and then been tried 
for bells, but, strang e to say, is almost 
as unmusical as lead. In the middle 
ag es, when a g reat bell was to be cast 
crowds of the faithful would some­ 
times make sacrifice of their g old and 
silver ornaments and plate by casting 
them into the melting pot, but the only 
effect was to depreciate the tone. 
In China and other eastern lands 
bells are rung to frig hten away devils, 
and some of the big g est bells in the 
world are in Buddhist temples. But 
even in Christian Eng land it was long 
believed that bells would dissipate 
storms, and when they were cast there 
was a solemn ceremony, at which they 
received names. This was called by the 
common people the “ baptism” of the 
b ell. 
The bishop beg an the ceremony by 
solemnly washing the bell with water 
into which salt had been <-aSt: then lie 
anointed it with holy and chrism oil 
in the form of a cross, formally conse­ 
crating and dedicating the bell to the 
divine service. 
Candles were burned, 
and the bell was solemnly incensed. 
Many old beds had quaint and curi­ 
ous inscriptions. 
A bell at Sherborne, 
in Dorsetshire, dated 
was evi 
deutly intended chiefly as a warning 
in case of tire, for it was inscribed: 
Lord, q u ench this fu riou s flame. 
Arise, ru n, help p u t ou t the same. 
The g reatest bell in the world is that 
at Moscow, weig hing lfio tons. But ap­ 
parently there was some accident at its 
birth, for it is cracked, and there is 
no record of it ever having been rung . 
In Eng land the g reatest bells are Great 
Paul of London, made in 1881, and 
weig hing nearly seventeen tons; Big 
Ben of Westminster. 1N5S, thirteen and 
one-half tons, and Peter of York, 1845, 
ten and three-quarters tons. 
Big Ben 
and Great Peter were both cast by the 
Whitechapel foundry. Great Peter cost 
about £ 2.000 and is over eig ht feet 
across. It was cast at Whitechapel and 
nllowtNi twelve days to cool. 
Even its 
clapper weig hs a hunderweig lit. 
It 
took sixteen men to toll it. 
Now it is 
little used, but always ring s the old 
year out on the nig ht of Dec. ill. 
It 
is also sometimes used as a minute 
bell at deaths and funerals. 
Oue curious thing about death bells 
Is that in them probably orig inates the 
foolish saying that ‘Nine tailors make, 
j a man.” 
In many parts of the conn-1 
I try the death bell ring s three times for 
j a child, six for a woman and nine for | 
a man. 
It is sug g ested that the true 
! reading of the proverb is that "Nine 
Tellers’ make a man.” 
Formerly the “ passing bell” was rung 
not after but before the departure of 
a dying person, which must have been 
veryr disconcerting to the invalid. 
The 
idea was that the soul g ot up out of 
the body ami walked, away, althoug h 
invisible. 
So the bell was rung to 
warn the invisible world, the door and 
window of the sickroom were opened 1 
to g ive the soul a free choice of ex- j 
its and all looking g lasses were care­ 
fully draped over. 
For althoug h you 
could not see the soul, you mig ht 
catch a g limpse of it in the g lass, with 
dire results to yourself unless the mir­ 
rors were carefully covered.—Loudon 
News.
